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NEW EXHIBITS OFFICER 
PLANS CHANGES AT LC 

A dramatic new look for the Library of Congress is 
promised with the recent appointment of I. Michael 
Carrigan, Jr. as exhibits officer. Mr. Carrigan, pre- 
sen rly chief of exhibits at the National Portrait Gal- 
lery. has immediate plans for an expanded program of 
exhibits of “treasures** from the library’s collection, 
and a redecoration of the Great Hall. New lighting, 
drapery, seating, cases, and plantings have already 
been installed to set off the elaborate Italian Renais- 
sance style architecture of the Great Hall. 

“The Great Hall is probably the most spectacular 
room in the country,” Mr. Carrigan said. “We want to 
use new furnishings to highlight its unique decorative 
features.” 

Mr. Carrigan, who has designed over 135 exhibi- 
tions for the National Portrait Gallery, hopes to un- 
veil to the public more of the 70 million items in the 
Library’s collections than ever before. These include 
such national treasures as the Gutenberg Bible, the 
Giant Bible of Mainz, and Lincoln’s draft of the 
Gettysburg Address. His credits include two awards 
for excellence in design from the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. 

“A visitor should not be immediately aware of the 
design of an exhibit. It should only be a vehicle to 
focus on the objects themselves. If it is anything else, 
the design has failed,” he said. 

A native of Atchison, Kans., Mr. Carrigan studied at 



the Kansas City Art Institute and then spent three 
years at Hallmark International in Kansas City, where 
he was director of design for its three fine ars gal- 
leries. There he designed a wide variety of exhibits, 
including “Greco-Roman Antiquities” and “The Art 
of Steuben.” 

He joined the Smithsonian in 1967 as chief of 
design for their sales exhibition galleries, designing 
three museum shops and 61 major gallery sales ex- 
hibitions. In 1971 he became assistant chief of exhi- 
bits design and production, and in 1973 chief of 
exhibits for the National Portrait Gallery. At the

On September 17, 1976, the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives approved H. Res. 1540, creating a select 
committee to investigate and study the circumstances 
surrounding the death of President Kennedy. This 
was the culmination of 18 months of effort in the 
House to reopen the case, and was a refinement of 
seven earlier, unsuccessful resolutions sponsored by 
about 135 Members of the 94th Congress. 

Meanwhile, the Senate Select Committee To Study 
Governmental Operations With Respect to Intelli- 
gence Activities extended its writ to include an 
examination of the performance of intelligence agen- 
cies in the investigation of the President’s murder, 
and. outside the Congress, a Presidential Commission 
on CIA Activities Within the United States also felt 
compelled to investigate charges of that agency’s 
involvement in the assassination. 

Listed below are monographs and periodical articles 
selected with a view to explaining this latest develop- 
ment in a continuing American preoccupation with 
its 35th President and th-ft of hip jieath . For 

the most part, the periodical literature will serve to 
introduce a new generation of researchers who have 
been especially persistent during the past two years in 
the movement to reopen the investigation. Many of 
these writers have brought skills in such fields as 
medicine, photography, and draftsmanship to bear on 
the problems of the case. Some of the monographs 
cited were published earlier in the 1970’s and will 
have been listed in other bibliographies such as those 
referred to below. These are selected here for their 
continued relevance and because they serve to empha- 
size the continuity between the early “classic” critics 
of the Warren report and the writers of today.
